Mikado's Original,Ultimatum, 


On Feb. 9, 1904, the day after the 


\var began, the Japanese minister at 
Washington, by his government's au- 
thority, publicly renewed1 the negotia- 
tions that had failed, presenting Ja- 
pan's case against Russia. 


According to this authoritative re- 


view, Japan proposed a basis of agree- 
ment, to which khe adhered through- 
out the negotiations and which was 
substantially as follows: 


1. A mutual engagement to respect 


the independence and territorial in- 
tegrity of China arid Corea. 


2. A mutual engagement to moin- 


' tain the principle of equal opportunity 


for the commerce and industry of all 
nations in China and Corea, 


3. Reciprocal recognition of Japan's 


prepondering interests in Corea and of 
Russia's special interests in Man-

Vladivostok to Be Neutral. 


That Russia should be willing to 


declare Vladivostok a neutral port 
with an open-door-may'-be-unexpect- 
ed. But this concession Is forced by 
the last two, which are less in effect 
than Japan asked at the beginning. 
She demanded that Russia guaran- 
tee the territorial'integrity of all 
Manchuria, not merely as far north 
as Harbin. 


Besides, with the southern branch 


of the Eastern Chinese railway (the 
COO-mile section running from Har- 
bin to Port Arthur) in Japan's con- 
trol, and with the Eastern Chinese 
railway (the 500-mile .division of the 
Trans-Siberian railway in Manchuria) 
itself under neutral international ad- 
ministration, 'Vladivostok; would be 
useless to Russia, either as a forties* 
or as a port closed! to other nations. 


And in generously giving up the 


Easteru Chinese railway Russia hands 
over what belongs to her only tempor- 
arily. 
The railway, in about thirty 


years, may be acquired by the Chi- 
nese government at the cost price »lus 
interests ami debts. But in any case 
the line will' revert to the Chinese 
government aCtc-i- eighty ...years.

•Mount Vei'iion from year to 
year.' Every sign of dec-ay is

Of course the 
natural bea-uty of the historic spot in- 
creases as time moves on, ami every 
tender iiiil tluit can contribute anything 
to the process is freely given.

'and energy of their illustrious ancestor, 
Washington's descendants were per- 
mitting the estate to revert to a con- 
dition of primitive disorder. The land 
was unfilled, the mansion and other 
buildings were falling into decay, nnd 
the owner, John Augustine Washing- 
ton, gdve all of his time to tbe appar- 
ently hopeless task of persuading con- 
gress or the state of Virginia to pur- 
chase the property and maintain it as 
a national or state museum. At this 
present time it is not easy to account 
for the hesitation either of congress or 
of the state of Virginia. It was cer- 
tainly not because either of them was 
ignorant of the wretched state of neg- 
lect iuto which the property hud been 
suffered to fall, for that was patent to 
. tjie entire country, and distinguished 


visitors from abroad were not sparing 
in their criticism of American luke- 
wurmness.

After the association obtained pos- 


session of Mount Vernon matters con- 
tinued to Jook very dark for awhile. 
Tho civil war broke out, and it was 
impossible to interest anybody iu so 
important n subject even as the resto- 
ration of Mount Vernon.

000 required to purchase tbe estate 
•with comparative facility, Edward Ev- 
erett ulone having contributed $70,000.

To this generous gift Massa- 
chusetts added $30,000, making half of 
the sum demanded, and tbe remainder; 
was secured in smaller contributions 
from states and. individuals, tbe most 
liberal being New York and Alabama.
